PLAN iS ATTAGKED 
BY BRITISH PRESS 


Delegates Are Sowing 
Seéds of Discord Which 
May Disrupt the Empire, 
Says Morning Post. 


London, January 30.—The discus- 
sions of the Paris conference re- 
garding the future of the former 
German colonies is being followed 
with intense interest here. In some 
sections of the press there is a 
strong feeling against the British 
delegation for what The Globe calls 
“giving away the empire.” Sreat 
majority of Englishmen, the news- 
paper says, strongly support Aus- 
tralia’s claim to the islands of the 
Pacific and South Africa’s for pos- 
session of German Exst Africa. 

Indications that the claims of the 
dominions are-not being supported 


by the British government delega- 
tion have caused some alarm. The 


Morning Post, for example, says: 

“Tf the British delegates weakly 
persist in this attitude they are not 
only surrendering the British inter- 
ests entrusted to them, but they are 
sowing he seeds of such bitter dis- 
content as might disunite and dis- 
rupt the British empire.” 

The Globe, taking this same line, 
says: 

“These former Germam colonies 
"ander the scheme proposed, with its 
mandatories and the pomsinses of 
its visiona: ns, will fall 
under the control of @ leshaue of na- 
tions which does not exist and 
which no practical statésman be- 
lieves in. President Wilson, how- 
ever, is intent on trying his pren- 
tice hand, and proposes to do this 
at the expense of the British empire 
and its allies, i‘rance, Italy and Ja- 
pan. 9 

The Pall Mall Gazette says it is 
distinctly unfortunate that the rea- 
sons advanced for President Wil- 
son’s policy are not fully expounded 
so “we can see how far they coun- 
terbalance its somewhat obvious 
drawbacks.” 

The Standard opposes the manda- 
tory scheme for the Pacific islands 
and German southwest Africa, say- 
ing the islands are necessary to 
safeguard Ax~tralia and south Af- 
rica. It adds that Australia is as 
much interested in the Pacific is- 
lands as the United States was in 
the Hawaiian islands when she an- 
nexed them. 


COMMITTEE OPPOSES 
PURCHASE OF CAMPS 


Resolution to Prohibit Buy- 
ing of Sites Without Avu- 
thority From Congress. 


Washington, January 30.—Pur- 
chase by the war department of sites 
of existing army training camps 
would be prohibited without spe- 
cific.authority from congress under, 
a resolution offered in the house to- 
day by Representative Anthony, of 
Kansas, at the request of the mem- 
bers of the military committee. 

The resolution was introduced after 
Secretary Baker and Assistant Sec- 
retary Crowell had appeared before 
the committee to urge acquisition 
of the sites of all national army can 
tonments and two national guard 
camps, Sevier, South Carolina, and 


| Kearney, California. Mr. Baker tole 


the committee he believed the de- 
partment had authority to acquire 
the sites, but that congress unques- 
tionably could stop it from carry- 
ing out euch a plan. 

‘ Many ‘merhbers ‘of the committee 


| apparently were opposed to the pro- 


posal as outlined by the war ‘secre- 
tary, and when he had completed 
his statement, Representative An- 
thony offered his resolution. Mem- 
bers urged that the measure be in- 
troduced in the house so that more 
formal consideration of it might be 
given by the committee: as: acting 
for congress. The committee de- 
cided to take up the ee next 
Tuesday.

WAR COUNCIL PLANS 
TO RELAX BLOCKADE 


Sentiment Favors Partial 
Lifting of Ban Affecting 
Southeastern Europe, In- 
cluding the Balkans and 

Austria-Hungary. 


Paris, January 30.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The announcement 
was made in authoritative quarters 
today that the great colonial pow- 
ers, notably Great Britain and 
France, had accepted in principle the 
American proposal put forward by 
President Wilson for the league of 
nations exercising supervision over 
the German colonies and allotting 
their administration to mandatory 
powers. 

The war council at a meeting to- 
day considered economic and finan- 
cial questions and the subject of 
raw materials. The sentiment was 
favorable to the relaxation of the 
‘blockade so far as it concerned 
southeast Europe, including the Bal- 
kans and Austria-Hungary. 

Thée communication issued tonight 
makes the official announcement 
re visional . ar}: 
rangements were reached for deal- 
ing with the German colonies and 
the occupied territories of Turkey 
in Asia.” ~ a 

The provisional arrangement to 
which the communication refers is 
the acceptance of the princfple of 
President Wilson’s plan of manda- 


Also Under Policy. 

The reference to the occupied ter- 
ritory' of Turkey in Asia indicates 
that Mesopotamia, Palestine, Arme- 
nia and Syria are brought within the! 
scope of this new policy of dealing 
with the colonies. ean 

Thus has suddenly come within 
Tange of practical accomplishment 
one of the. most sweeping changes 
in colonial management that ever 
has occurred. The basic idea of 
this policy is that the colonies will 
be administered by mandate for the 
benefit of their own people and not 
exploited as profit-making enter- 
prises by the powers claiming them, 

While acceptance of the principle 
is with the condition that details 
may be worked out on a pfactical 
basis, yet exchanges among the pow- 
ers lead to the belief that the de- 
tails will be formulated for accept- 
ance by al] the colonies and powers, 
including Great Britain, France, 
Japan, Belgium and Portugal. The 
most formidable opposition has come 
from Premier Hughes of Australia, 
who has maintained that anything 
short ef outright annexation of New 
Guinea to Australia might endanger 
the friendly feelings ttoward the 
mother country. 

This, however, is in process of be- 
| ing reconciled by concessions-on de- 
tails, but in any event the opposi- 
tion ig considered to have lost its 
effectiveness since the. British home 
government and south Africa are 
favorable to the new colonial policy. 

President Wilson has taken a 
leading part in the animated dis- 
cussions and acceptance of the new 
principle is being credited largely 
to his determined attitude. There 
is no desire in American quarters, 
however, to herald a. victory, but 
on the contrary. an earnest desire 
is shown that the mandatory pow- 
érs shall not be hampered in the 
least by the administration of the 
colonies. 

Acceptance of the ‘new srtatinie 
is construed as applying not only 
to the colonies, but also.as the es- 
tablishment of a. precedent. of the 
fair dealing which will prevail when 
the large territorial. perenatinye, come 
up for decision later. 7 

Three Proposals , Made. 

Owing to the important decision 
reached, the following precise in- 
formation concerning the manda- 
tory plan was made availablé: Three 
broad propoégals ‘for the ‘disposition 
of the German colonies were ad- 
vanced. The first prdposed annexa~ 
tion, much as the Pacific northwest 
was annexed as American territory.

PARIS CRIME WAVE 


Criminals of All Nation- 
alities Used Garb of the 
American Soldier to 
Camouflage Activities. 


ALL OTHER REPORTS 
GREATLY EXAGGERATED 


Thirty-Four Murders 
Charged to Americans 
Dwindle to Two After 
Investigation by Author- 
ities. 

Paris, January 30.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—That Apaches of 


all nationalities dressed in American 


uniforms were mainly responsible 
for the acts of violence which have 
caused broadcast publicity to be 
given to an alleged American crime 
wave in Paris, was shown by an in- 
vestigation conducted by the Asso- 
ciated Press today. 

It was further ascertained that 
assaults and hold-ups are infinitesi- 
mal in number as compared with the 
published figures of the crime wave, 
existing nearly exclusively in the 
vivid imagination of sensational lo- 
cal newspapers. 

An opportunity was presented to 
verify at police headquarters the 
figures respecting crimes during 
last. December. Thirty-fowr. mur- 
ders charged to Americans were dis- 
credited ae: dwindled to ties 244

Reports iShemeeruten: 

There have been numerous fistie 
encounters, however, but they were 
mostly between Americans, old-fash- 
ioned roffgh-and-tumble brawls, in 
which arrests ave rarely made in 
American cities. For the most part 
the pugnacio@s individuals would 
merely be requested by the police to 
go home, or a humorous policeman 
would advise them: “If you want 
to fight, go .to Europe.” 

Brigadier General William W. 
Harts, of the United States army, in 
a statement given out today, says: 

“The reports concerning the 
large number of murders by Ameri- 
can soldiers in Paris are untrue. 
They are greatly exaggerated. The 
number of military police in Paris 
has been increased merely because 
of the greater number of soldiers 
passing through the city, not be- 
cause of unusual disorder. The sta- 
tistics show that the American sol- 
diers are maintaining their high 
standard of discipline in evety ae- 
tail, wherever they may be.” 

The Paris chief of police, M. Mou- 
ton, said he was greatly pleased at 
the co-operation of. the American 
detectives who have recently arrived 
here. 

“We have established a Maison. be- 
tween the officers of the American 
Provost marshal and police head- 
quarters,” he added. “The French 
and American aries are working in 
harmony,” 

Reputation Not Deserved. 

Chief Mouton refused to make a 
statement on the extent of crime, 
but said that, outside of some thefts 
of automobiles, to the prejudice of 
the American army, American sol- 
diers did not deserve the hard repu- 
tation which had gone abroad 
through various reports. 

A high official at police -head- 
quarters, refer to the depart- 
ment’s records previously mentioned 
and the street brawls, said: 

“Not all of these may be charged 
to Americans, as there have heen 
many cases in which the similarity 
of the uniforms of Australians and 
Americans has led to the Americans 
being blamed for fights and hold- 
ups, in which the Australians were 
engaged or committed. There have 
been some arrests by the British 
military police of. Australians for 
misdemeanors and crimes, of which 
at first Americans were thought. to 
be guilty. There are also many 
men who are engaged in labor at 
the various American departments, 
recruited from among workingmen 
of all nationalities and who were 
discharged after the armistice. They 
are wearing discarded American unt- 
forms and in several cases they 
have been found guilty ef hold-ups.

ARMY PROMOTIONS 


Secretary of War Re- 
moves the Restrictions 
Which ‘Have Been in 
Force Since Signing of 
Armistice. 


Washingpor January 30.—Secre- 
tary Baker has issued instructions 
modifying, to a limited extent the 
blanket prohibition against promo- 
tion of officers. promulgated by thé 
war department immediately after 
the armistice was signed and which 
has been sharply criticised in con- 
gress. Under the new policy, con- 
tained in a memorandum dated Jan- 
uary 26, addressed to General 
March, chief of staff, and made pub« 
lic today, General Pershing is au- 
thorized to make such promotions 
as vacancies in the authorized 
strength of his command may per- 
mit and the samé practice will be 
followed with respéct to the army in 
the United States. 

To Fill Vacancies. 

“This relaxation of the rule with 
regard to promotions,” the memor 
randum said, “does not invite a de- 
parture from the principle hitherto 
established that promotions cannot 
be made merely as a reward for 
past service, however meritorious. 
The rule is relaxed only to permit 


bilized to be treatec as a living or- 
ganization with guch promotions as 
would be normal in times of peace 
to fill vacancies éxisting or as they 
may arise,” 

The new policy appHes up to and 
including the grade of colonel and 
under it officers, both lime and corps, 
who are holding commands or’ de- 
tails which should carry with them 
higher rank than the holders now 
have, will be advanced. This is to 
be accomplished in the army over- 
seas even though there may be of- 
ficers of the proper rank for such 
positions, General Pershing being 
‘given ‘specific authority to fill va- 
cancies by promotion rather than 
transfer where in his judgment that 
course is wise. He also ‘is directed 
to send home any surplus officers. 

Many toe Be Advanced, 

The number of promotions to

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SISTER DEFENDS 
JONNY ABBOTT 


Was Loving Father to 
Boys and Provided Well 
for His Wife, Asserts 
Mrs. J. B. Thrash. 


In defense of her brother, Johnny 
Abbott, the daring automobile driv- 
er for the fire chief, who was shot 
to death by kis wife Tuesday night, 
Mrs. J, B. Thrash, of 156 Lee street, 
made a statement. in..which ‘she de- 
clared. that Abbott--was not only a 
good. father to his boys, but that 
he also’ provided for his family as 
liberally as his limited salary of 
$110 a month would permit. 


“Not only was he a loving father 
to those boys,” said Mrs. Thrash, 
“but they adored him. He gave 
them everything he could afford to, 
and he often took them with him on 
his trips to Camp Gordon on his off 
days, when he drove a car for Belle 
Isle; He also furnished a car for 
the use of his wife, and until last 
summer, Mrs. Abbott used this little 
car to take the boys to school. He 
gave his wife many clothes to my 
knowledge, and he also gave her a 
handsome wrist watch and [for 
Christmas he presented her with a 
handsome phonograph for which he 


Describes Handséime Sults. 


Mrs. Thrash described some’of the 
handsome suits she declared her 
brother had given his wife and said 
that Mrs. Abbott had much hand- 
some lingerie that was purchased 
with the money Johnny Abbott had 
given her. 


“Mrs. Abbott was at my home 
about three weeks ago,” said Mrs. 
Thrash, “and I was at her home only 
last Sunday, but at neither time, nor 
at any other time: have I nor any 
other member of the-family heard 
her complain that Johnny did not 
provide for her, and not a word has 
she ever breathed in my presence 
about his being in love with any 
other woman.” 

“Tt have nothing in my heart 
emotion, “for it is a sweet thought 
to realize that she really“loved my 
brother, whether she had the right 
to or not, while his wife certainly 
did not love him. Had ‘his wife 
loved him she never could have been 
so bitter against him after his 
death.” 

‘My brother and his wife have not 
been happy for several years,” said 
Mrs. Thrash, “but it wasn’t because 
he did not provide for her, and any- 
one who knew John Abbott would 
know that he ‘ever could have been 
cruel to anyone.”

UNDER OWN HOME 


Youngsters Met Their 
End When Play Fortifi- 
cation, They Had Been 
Building, Caved In Sud- 
denly Many Days Ago. 


MOTHER IN HYSTERIA

Refuses to Have Husband 
Summoned to Home, 
Claiming That He Was

Death many days ago solved the 
custodianship of the vanished Me- 
Auliffe boys, and gathered them 
into the arms of the eternal guard- 
lan.

They were badly decom- 
posed and the features were bare- 
ly recogniz. ble. 
Mother Blames Father. 


Broken with grief, a mental and 
nervous collapse from the days of 
raeking fatigue from doubly work- 
ing to provide for them and to 
search the city over in hope of find- 
ing them, the mother blames the 
father ‘with the fate of her little 
ones, She denounced him for his 
separation from her, and neglect of 
family. She cried that she wanted 
to never see him again. that he 
would be welcome for but one pure 
pose—to murder her that she might 
join her boys. 

Thinking that perhaps the pres- 
epce of her estranged husband, J.

Could Not Believe News, 

At first the mother was struck 
dumb. Speechless, she fell into a 
chair in the sitting room. She did 
not faint. Her faculties seemed 
robbed. of the power to even drop 
asleep. Then hysteria seized her. 
She clutched the hand of someon: 
at her side, and beat upon it, and 
begged to be told it was not true: 
that it could not be true. 

“It can’t be,” she sobbed. “They 
were so alive and happy.” 

Mrs. McAuliffe was a fond mother. 
Neighbors of the Bonaventure com- 
munity say that she was devoted to 
the dead boys.

Certain military principles obtain 
concerning the mandatory system.

Another 
principle is the open door and equal 
opportunity, All nations are for- 
bidden to have a greater military 
force than is required for police 
work, and all have the right of ap- 
peal to the league of nations for 
any injustice. 

Opinion inclines also to give the 
mandate in perpetuity in order to 
stimnlate development, but with the 
reservation that the mandate is 
revocable for misgovernment or 
through the people reaching the 
stage of self-government. 

These are the main features of 
the mandatory system which the 
powers now have accepted in prin- 
ciple,and which the great powers 
are engaged in formulating the 
practical details. 


BRITISH AND FRENCH 
BACK WILSON PLAN. 


Paris, January 30.—The British 
and Frencn governments have ac- 
cepted in principle President Wil- 
son’s plan concerning mandatories 
from the league of nations for the 
administration of captured terri- 
tory, it was stated by Captain An- 
dre Tardieu, of the French peace 
conference delegation today. The 
acceptance, however, is subject to 
learning under what conditions the 
plan will be carried out. 

The discussion on the subject of 
mandatories over the German col- 
onies was to reach a unanimous 
agreement, he said. 

Asked concerning the French in- 
terests in the former German col- 
onies, ap, oe Tardieu said France 
desired amerun and Togoland, 
which, owing to the character of 
their population and the proximity 
of the French colonies, France was 
in the best position to administer. 

The direct annexation of the col- 
onies would have been preferred by 
France, Captain Tardieu said, but 
the idea of mandatories was being 
carefully examined with a view to 
determining how*it could be applied 
practically, 

Responding to inquiries, Captain 
Tardieu said the time required for 
defining the method of applying the 
system would not delay the forma- 
tion of the league of nations: or 
postpone the a imp: of the peace 
with Germany. The allied and asso- 
ciated powers, he said, would first 
establish a full agreement on all 
points, and it would not be until 
this agreement was effected on the 
league of nations and the various 
questions of the war settlement that 
Germany would be called in. 

President Wilson had a two-hour 
conference with members of the 
American peace mission at Ameri- 
can headquarters at the Hotel de 
Crillon this evening. 


No Reply from Soviet. 


As yet the peace conference haa 
received no formal reply from the 
soviet government regarding the in- 
vitation sent to all the Russian 
governments to meet conferences 
representatives at Princes Islands, 
but the Russian committee in Paris 
probably will make a& formal re- 
sponse in a few days on behalf of 
the various other Russian govern- 
ments.

Pav of War Coats. 

The neace conference has settled 
one important pnoint with regard to 
the indemnity auestion. the Paris 
correspondent of The Evening 
Standard savs he has reasons for re- 
porting. The conference, he de- 
clares, has eliminated any inten- 
tion of calling upon Germany and 
her associates to pay the allied 
countries the cost of the war, or to 
impose heavy indemnities upon the 
enemy nations. 

“But the minds of the conference,” 
the correspondent adds, “are fixed 
that there shall be full and ample 
reparation for unjustifiable damage 
done. A very sharp distinction is 
being drawn between damage which 
resulted from legitimate warfare 
and damage which was wanton.” 

The correspondent says Serbia and 
Belgium have formulated claims 
for reparation in detail. erbia’s 
bill is the largest, but as Belgium 
suffered first, she will receive first 
consideration. 

The idea that Germany should re- 
turn the indemnity she took from 
France in 1871 has been abandoned, 
The. Evening Standard’s correspond- 
ent continues. British claims, he 
adds, are for damage done in air 
raids and through the sinking of 
merchant ships. In the case of 
ships, reparation to Great Britain 
will be in kind. 

PRESS REPORTS 
CALLED ERRONEOUS. 

London, Jauuary 30.—The offi- 
cial press bureau this evening is- 
sued the following statement: 

‘*‘Weareauthorized to state that 
the account of the proceedings of the 
peace conference regarding the dis- 
posal of the German colonies and 
the territories of the Turkish em- 
pire, which appeared in certain pa- 
pers today, is mischievous and inac- 
curate and entirely misleading.” 


WAR EXPENSES SnUW 
ONLY SMALL DECREASE 


Washington, January 30. — Al- 
though nearly three montha Rave 
passed gince the signing the ar- 
mistice; the American goveE nt’s 
war expenses show no. siffns of de- 
creasing materially, except in loans 
to allies, 

In January the treasury paid out 
about $1,600,000,000 for ordinary war 
expenses, exclusive of adlied loans, 
or only $70,000,000 less than in De- 
cember $55,000,000 less than in No- 
vember and considerably more than 
in any other oe 

Officials explained that this was 
not to be taken as an indication that 
production of war materials is con- 
tinuing at the tremendous rate of 
several months ago. Manufacturers 
now are presenting their bills and 

eceiving payment for materials dee 
livered long ago, however, and this 
keeps up expenses. The liquidation 
of war cotnracts, to be given added 
impetus after passage of pending 
legislation providing for validation 
of informal orders, is expected-to 
be a new source of high outlays for 
the next month or two. 

Payments to the allies fell to 
about $190,000,000 in Janary. 

When these loans were first insti- 
tuted, the government contemplated 
turning over about $500,000,000 cred- 
its to the allies every month, but 
actual payments oerdinarily fran 
around $380,000,000 monthly. 

The treasury cited figures on the 
present government outlay to em- 
phasize the necessity for another 
big war loan of five or six billion 
dollars in April. Current expenses 
now are paid largely out of borrow- 
ings from banks and other purchas- 
ers of the government’s short term 
certificates of indebtedness. 

The governments aggregate e€x- 
penses in the months of the war 
have been $26,356.000,000, it was cal- 
culated today. This includes $7,- 
875,000,000 loaned to allies. Latest 
unofficial reports place at $40,640,- 
000,000 the cost of more than four 
years of war to Great Britain, in- 
cluding $5,535,000,000 loamed to her 
allies. From the same British source 
also comes the estimate that the war 
has cost Germanv $38,750,000,000, of 
which $2,250,000,000 was‘ loaned to 
allies, 


BROWNINGS SUPPLIED 
THIRD AMERICAN ARMY 


With the American Army of Oc- 
cupation, January 20.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—-The 
task of supplying the eight divi- 
‘sions of the Third American army 
with Browning machine Euns and 
atuomatic rifles was begun recent- 
ly. The Brownings are to replace 
the machine guns and automatic 
rifles with which all the troops of 
the American expeditionary forces 
have been armed. For the army 
of otcupation, approximately one 
hundred and fifty freight cars will 
be required to transport the weap- 
ons from France to the occupied ter- 
ritory. 

Pach division is to have 768 auto- 
matic rifles and 224 machine guns. 


If placed side by side, the Ger- 
man guns which have been deliv- 
ered ‘to the allies under the terms 
of the armistice would stretch near-

NO CUT SEEN 
IN BREAD PRICES. 

Minneapolis, January 30.—War- 
timee bread prices will prevail 
throughout the world for another 
eighteen months, leading Minneap- 
olis flour millers predicted today 
when informed of- the statement 
made yesterday in New York by 
Julius Barnes, president of .the 
United States Grain corporation, re- 
garding -the American guaranteed 
price of wheat in relation to the 
world price of the commodity. The 
milling industry of the country has 
been practically at a standstill since 
the government agency ceased 
puying flour six weeks ago and 
was awaiting just such an an- 
nouncement as was made by Barnes, 
H. P. Gallaher, vice president of the 
Northwestern Consolidated Milling 
company, declared. 

Immediate resumption of flotr- 
mill activities throughout the coun- 
try will follow, it was said, and the 
possibility of a flour famine as pre- 
—- last week is out of the ques- 

on. 

Fluctuations in the price of flour 
during the ensuing eighteen months 
will be slight, millers declared. 


NO AMERICAN PLAN 
WILL BE SUBMITTED 


Paris, January 30.—No distinctly 
American plan will be submitted in- 
itially to the committee of the peace 
conference appointed to work out 
the details of the constitution and 
the functions of the league of na- 
tions, as had been suggested, it was 
learned today. The American rep- 
resentatives, it appears, believe it 


will be easier to secure the results / 


desired by them and insure the ener- 
getic promotion of an acceptable 
plan if some other power than the 
United States stands sponsor for the 
scheme. 

The American plan is to occupy a 
receptive position, favoring such 
portions of the different projects 
advanced as seem desirable, though 
it appears to be accepted that the 
basic plan will be that which was 
framed by Lord Robert Cecil and is 
to be proposed by Premier Lloyd- 
George. 

An effort is being made to hurry 
the consideration of the league of 
nations plan of organization by the 
special committeeyof t confer- 
ence, but it is not expected that the 
committee will be ready to report 
at the next plenary session of the 
peace-making body.

’ army -in Italy to Vienna, ar- 
peg Bt today. While it was on

tries and northeast. It is re- 
ported Turkey is expelling all for- 
eigners from her territory and that 
Budapest will send away all per- 
sons who are not permanent resi- 
dents. It is feared a large number 
of t persons will come to Vienna. 
Thousands of Jews, who are in fear 
of outbreak against them, are also 
reaching here, while several hun- 
dred thousan soldiers from the 
Austro-Hungarian armies have al- 
ready returned to their homes. 
The result of all this has been 
shocking overcrowding, unemploy- 
ment and suffering. The city coun- 
cil has issued an emphatic warning 
to strangers not to come-to Vienna 
and it seems apparent it would re- 
sort to measures, but for the oppo- 
sition of the social democrata. 


GTECHO POLISH CASE 
ADJUSTED BY COUNCIL 


Paris, January 30.—An official 
French statement regarding the 
questions at issue betwecn the Poles 
and the Czecho-Slovaks, te explain 
which delegates of the respective 
countries appeared before the su- 
preme council yesterday, says that 
the Polish delegate, M. Dmowskl, 
declared Poland wished to recover 
territory she possessed before the 
partitions of 1772 and 1793, includ- 
ing the province and .own of Posen 
and the town of Thorn, and to have 
free access to the sea by way of 
Danzig, protected by a strip of ter- 
ritory which would render the 
means of communication secure. 

Dr. Benes, the Czecho-Slovak del- 
egate, explainned the Czecho-Slovak 
point of view and more especially 
the incidents which led to an armed 
encounter between the Czecho-Slo- 
vaks and Polish forces on the fron- 
tier of Silesia and Bohemia. He 
said that an agreement was con- 
cluded on November 5, 1918, between 
the Poles and Czecho-Slhovaks for 
the provisional establishment of a 
frontier line between the two coun- 
tries. On January 24. last, Czecho- 
Slovaks entered the Posen district, 
and these were followed by Polish 
contingents. 

The conference committee nott- 
fied the delegates that it would be 
necessary to put an end to such acts 
and that for a period the zone fn 
dispute should be occupied by the 
allies... To this the delegates of both 
sides reed. 

The question of tl.e definitive pos- 
session of the industrial center of 
Silesia was, however, not settled. 
nor wer@anvy other of the territorial 
problems submitted by Poland. 

The Poles maintnain that the dis- 
trict of Posen should be Polish, as 
Poles eonstitute 55 per cent of the 
population. The Crecho-Slovaks re- 
nly that the region is indispensable 
for @heir industries, owing to its 
coal mines. The peace conference 
will decide between the two parties 
which, accordir= to the statement, 
are equally animated by the desire 
to be conciliatorv and h-~e declared 
that they are willing to recognize 
the fustice of its judgement. 

“From now on,” the statement 
concludes, “frontier incidents be- 
tween the Poles and Czecho-Slovaks 
are settled, and that is the most es- 
sential thing.”

The state railroad commission on 
Thursday issued orders to the South- 
ern Bell Telephoen and Telegraph 
company, the Consolidated Tele- 
phone and Telegraph epmpany and 
the Fruit Belt Telephone company 
to appear before the commission on 
February 12 and show cause why 
they should not restore the rates 
they were charging before they put 
into effect certain increased rates 
allowed and ordered by Postmaster 
4#eneral Burteson. This order fol- 
lower the discussion before the com- 
mission in exec:ifive session, of the 
opinion of Judge James K. Hines, 
legal adviser of the commission, 
that the postmaster general has no 
authority to change intrastate tele- 


phone rates. 

When it was announced in Wash- 
ington that the long distance tolls 
had been revised, it was also an- 
nounced officially this revision 
would have the effect of reducing 
the long-distance rates, but in Geor- 
gia, upon application of the rates, it 
was tound by the commission that 
the revision had the effect of in- 
creasing the long distance rates. 

The rates of the Southern Bell 
Telephone company affected by the 
order of the commission are long 
distance rates. 

The rates of the Fruit Belt com- 
pany, located at Fort Valley, and of 
the Consolidated company, serving 
several towns around Moultrie, af- 
fected by the rule nisi are local 
rates. After these local companies 
had petitioned the commission for 
increased rates and had been de- 
nied the increase, they .aapplied to 
the postmaster general and obtained 
permission to raise their rates, be- 
ginning January 1. 

Judge Hines in auswer_ to the 
question asked by C. Murphey Can- 
dler, chairman of the commission, 
has the postmaster yweneral, under 
the resolution of congress, authoriz- 
ing and empowering the president 
to supervise or take possession and 
assume control of the telephone sys- 
tems of the country, and to operate 
the samé, and under the proclama- 
tion of the president placing them 
under his control and operation, the 
power to fix the intrastate charges 
and rates of these utilities? concedes 
the authority of the federal govern- 
ment under the war emergency act 
to change rail rates. But dvdge 
Hines denies the authority of the 
federal government under the wire- 
line act to change intrastate wire 
rates, 

As the mode of procedure to-en- 
force its authority as against the 
authority of the postmaster general, 
acting as the president’s agent in 
taking over the wire lines, the com- 
mission, Judge Hines states, can or- 
der. the managers of the telephone 
companies to charge only the rates 
authorized and allowed by the com- 
mission, and :then if-.they disregard 
this order, the commission can pros- 
ecute them under the penalty 
elauses of the act defining the com- 


mission's powers.

Memorial Services 
At Roosevelt Grave 


Southern men overseas were re- 
sponsible for holding the first serv- 


ice at the grave of First Lieuten-+ 


ant Quentin Roosevelt, -youngest 
son of the late Colonel Roosevelt, 
after its recovery by advancing 
American forces. The service was 
conducted under the auspices of the 
American Army Y. M. C. A. 

The four men from the south who 
took part in this historic service 
were Sergeant D. L. Hodge, Com- 
pany E, 128th infantry regiment, of 
Lumber City, Ga.; Corporal Ralph 
Harrell, First Pioneer infantry regi- 
ment, of Arcadia, Fla.: Private E. 
Riley, 128th Machine Gun battalion, 
of Acworth, Ga., and C. W. Adams, 
a member of the 109th Ambulance 
company, of Broken Arrow, Ga. 

Arthur Ellet Hungerford, Y. M. 
C. A. worker from Baltimore, Md., 
was the man who suggested the 
memorial service. Bishop Luther 
B. Wilson, of the M. E. church of 
New York city, head .of the religious 
work department of the Y. M. C. A. 
in France, read the service, and J. 
C. Brandon, Butler, Pa., head of the 
work of the Army Y,. M. C. A, with 
the Twenty-eighth division, was in

TO CLOSING BAN HERE 


Dr. C. G. Applewhite, head of the 
CUniteq States public health bureau, 
yesterday stated that he approved 
of the outcome of the Fulton County 
Medical society meeting Monday eve- 
ning to discuss the “flu” epidemic, 
when a decision as to any steps to be 


taken in handling the situation was 
left to an investigating com- 
mittee, as too little is known of the 
character and spread of the disease 
~ armas any sudden action desir- 
able. : 

Dr. Applewhite said that he did 
not consider there was sufficient 
evidence to convince that closing up 
a city was effective. He is not in 
favor of placing a ban on public 
gatherings in Atlanta. 

As to vaccination as a preventive 
or cure, Dr. Applewhite stated that 
the experiments so far have been 
conclusive of the fact that vaccine 
is beneficial. An experiment made 
by the United States health bureau 
would rather deny this, he said, re- 
calling the instance of the two 
froups of soldiers who Were chosen. 
An equal number was vaccinated 
and left alone, but all were ex- 
posed. Of the inoculated men, a 
larger number contracted influenza 
and a larger number died. Dr. Ap- 
Plewhite called attention to the fact 
that the experiments which are be- 
ing made in vaccination at various 
camps are being conducted with- 
out controls, or comparative cases, 
so that the results cannot be con- 
Sidered final. At the same ime he 
considers that vaccine may prove to 
be extremely efficacious if its use- 
fulness can be established. 

In one of the public health re- 
ports recently received by the health 
bureau there is.an account of an 
experiment perfotmed at the Angel 
Island quarantine station, San Fran- 
cisco, upon volunteers who had not 
been exposed to the influenza epi- 
demic but who had been vaccinated 
against contagion. Quoting from 
the government report, “We are not 
prepared at present to state what 
influence this vaccination may have 
had in promoting resistence to in- 
fluenza infection, but if we may 
judge by the results of controlled 
experiments elsewhere such vac- 
cination may for the present pur- 
pose be ignored,” we receive the 
Impression that so far vaccination 
has not been found to be a deter- 
rent with influenza. 

There is an editor’s note attached 
to the story of the various experj- 
ments which says that the oxen! 
ments, though extremely interesting, 
do not warrant final conclusions. 
The only advice given is “It would 
seem to be wise to give renewed 
emphasis to the importance of go- 
ing to bed at the slightest indica- 
tions of illness.” 

Dr. Applewhite made the sugges- 
tion that every teacher should know 
how to use the thermometer, and 
in the event that any child in her 
room should show signs of indispo- 
sition be prepared to see if any fever 
has started in which case the child 
should be sent home; This would 
apply as well, he said, in prevent- 
ing the spread of scarlet fever and 
other diseases as in keeping down 
influenza. *

Mem- 
bers of the committee said evidence 
in this matter had been referred to 
the department of justice, which 
was considering its application to 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Want Names of Witnesses. 

T. E. Wilson, president of Wilson

house interstate commerce commit- 
tee when members brought up the 
matter of requiring ‘the federal 
trade commission to furnish the 
names of t witnesses.

At the same time the 
board made it clear that the rate 
cuts announced last Monday night 
applied only to commodities load- 
ed at north Atlantic ports. 

The new rates announced for 
south Atlantic ports are from 10 to 
12 cents higher than those for north 
Atlantic ports, while the differential 
for Gulf ports is from 15 to 25 cents. 

The new rates made public to- 
night represent a, cut of 66 2-3 cents 
and are as follows: 

South Atlantic ports to United 
Kingdom, $1.07% cents per hundred 
pounds or 54 cents per cubic foot. 

Rottedram, Antwerp, Havre and 
Bordeaux, $1.35 or 70 cents, 

Marseilles, Cette, Genoa and Na- 
ples, $1.72 or 91 cents. 

Gulf ports to United Kingdom, 
$1.25 ar 57% cents. 

Havre, Bordeaux, Rotterdam and 
Antwerp, $1.45 or 75 cents. 

Marseilles, Cette, Genoa and Na- 
ples, $1.85 or 98 cents. 

It was announced that the fixed 
rate from Gulf ports to the United 
Kingdom would be reduced 15 cents 
per hundred pounds on starch, spel- 
ter, sulphur, steel billets, lead bil- 
lets and canned goods shipped to 
Liverpool.

With Bribery, Sues 


Ex-President Gonzales 
New York, January %30.—Ajfredo 


Gonzales, formerly president of Cos- 


ta Rica, was named defendant in a 
suit for $250,000 damages brought 
here today by LincdIn G. Valentine, 
an American capitalist interested in 
oil lands and railroads in Central 
America. : 
Valentine set forth that his busi- 
ness reputation was gee by a 
communication sent by Mr. Gonzales 
to Chairman Hitchcock, of the Unit- 
e@ States senate committee on for- 
eign affairs in which the former 
president, it is alleged, charged that 
the coup d’etat of January 27, 191%, 
which overthrew the Costa Rican 
government, then in power, was the 
result of bribery on the part of what 
he called the “Valentine group.” 
Gonzales was then president and 
Federico Tinoco, minister of war. 
Valentine in his complaint cites a 
letter from Gonzales to Senator 
Hitchcock in September, 1918, stat- 
ing that if the committee began an 
investigation into the affairs of the 
de facto Costa Rican government, 


correspondence between Lincoln G. 
Valentine and others for the pur- 
pose, according to the plaintiff in 
the suit today, of showing Valen- 
tine’s allewed connection with the 
Tinoco revolution. 

Gonzales informed Senator Hitch-

Fights Four Planes, 


He tells the following story of his 
experiences in the battle in the 
air above the fighting masses of 
Americans and Germans in the Ar- 
gonne forest: 

“We lefe the home lines just be- 
fore daybreak on the morning of 
the first advance of the American 
divisions. When we were about 
four miles from the American lines 
we discovered a flock of Boche 
planes flying in a V formation above 
our heads. 

‘In a very short time they were 
coming at us, and we were in the 
midst of a battle, fighting for our 
lives. My major and I got into the 
rear of the battle and found our- 
selves cut from the rest of the 
squad battling with six of the 
planes. Somehow the major found 
a line of exit and sailed on towards 
the ,.home lines, leaving four of the 
planes darting af® me. I found it 
utterly impossible to make any ad- 
vance towards the home lines, for 
the Hun planes kept me cut off. 
The four planes were each equip- 
ped with three machine guns, and 
their occupants were shooting at 
me every minutes. I used my two 
guns to the best advantage, and 
sent two of the ships to the ground. 

“Finally a shell pierced my gago- 
line tank, a the gasoline began to 
escape, I realized that I was 
getting oveaiee near the finish, Then, 
almost instantaneously, bullets en- 
tered my ar mand leg, but I kept 
up the battle the best I could, 
knowing that I would soon crash to 
earth, and believing that death was 
staring me in the- face. 


Then Atiantan Faints, 

“Finally I fainted from loss of 
blood, and when I became conscious 
again, I was in the fourth line of 
the German trenches, with a group 
of German officers standing about 
me. I staggered to my feet and a 
big, burly officer caught me fiercély, 
drew his trench knife, held the cold 
steel against my throat, but was 
stopped by the superior officer, who 
spoke English, and who said that 
I must be questioned before I was 
finished up. 

“Then began a long list of ques- 
tions. I was too sick to care if they 
did finish me, so I just closed m 
lips tight and did not say a word. 
Finally I took out my souvenirs 
and what other possessions I had 
with me and handed them to the su- 
perior officer. I suppose’. they 
would have searched me later, but 
the officer seemed pleased at the 
act, and gave orders that I was not 
to be killed, but marched to the 
rear of the line. I was hardly able 
to totter, but somehow I managed 
to walk many miles to a sort of hos- 
pital, where they dressed my 
wounds. 

“I was first imprisoned in the 
damp, underground rooms of a cas- 
tle at Jeouf, in Alsace-Lorraine. 
Later I was removed to Karlsruhe, 
Bavaria. It was here that I made 
my first escape from prison and en- 
joyed two days of glorious liberty, 
hidden in the hedges of the beauti- 
ful country that surrounded e

Plan to Demobilize 
Returning Soldiers 
Through Local Boards 


New York, January 30.—A plan to 
demobilize soldiers returned from 
France through local draft. boards 
instead of discharging them direct 
from camps, is being considered by 
the war department, according to 
Police Commissioner Enright, who 
made public today details of inter- 
views which he had last Monday 
at Washington with Secretary Ba- 
ker and General Crowder, 

The proposed new system, the 
commissioner said, met with the 
approval of General Crowder, while 
Secretary Baker, who had decided 
against the plan when it was urged 


reconsider his decision. 
Citing conditions in New York, 
“where it is said there were 50,000 


from Chicago that 100,000 discharged 
negro troops were drifting into the 
city from middle west camps, Mr. 
Enright declared it would be bet- 
ter for the soldiers, their relatives 
and the larger cities if they were 
mustered out in their home com- 
munities. Under the present sys- 
tem, he said, the men, with their 
final pay in their pockets, largely 
go from the demobilization camps 
to nearby cities, where they are 
often “stranded” through spending 
or losing their ready cash. For 
economic, moral and financial rea- 
sons, he added, he had urged the 
federal officials to send the released 
soldiers home. 


NO MORE TROOPS 
GO TO M’CLELLAN 
BECAUSE OF “FLU” 


Washington, January 30.—Because 
of the prevalence of influenza and 
pneumonia in a virulent form at 
Camp McClellan, Ala., Surgeon Gen- 
eral Ireland has recommended that 
no further troops be sent for demob- 
ilization until health conditions 
there improve. 

The last official report received 
shows that in the week ended Jan- 
uary 24, Camp McClellan had 74 new 
cases of pneumonia, with 32 deaths 
in a total strength of about 16,500 
men. The disease appears to be at 
its height in this camp, according 
to Rs gp medical officials. 

eneral, a detailed report on 
ne m nkalth conditions of troops in 
this country for the week ended Jan- 
vary 24 shows camps and stations 
in the south and southwest as hav- 
ing a relatively high incidence of 
influenza and pneumonia as com- 
pared with northern and northeast- 
ern stations. Takmg army camps 
as a whole. however, new cases of 
these diseases show a decline com- 
pared with the previous week. 


GLYNN DIVORCE CASE 
ATTRACTS ATTENTION 


Brunswick, Ga., January 30.— 
(Special.)—In the Glynn superior 
court vestérday the entire day was 
devoted to a sensation divorce 
suit of W. N. Findley, a well-known 
Brunswick | business man, versus 
Mrs. Findley. The case has at- 
tracted more attention than any di- 
vorece suit tried in Brunswick tn 
many years,-and «throughout _.the 
trial the courtroom was crowded 
with curious visitors anxious to 
hear the evidence in the case. 

The grounds for the proceedings 
as named in the complaint of the 
plaintiff were based on infidelity 
and during the day a large number 
of' witnesses were introduced on 
hoth sides and the evidence was of 
the kind that pleased the specta- 
tors. The contention of the hus- 
hand was that his wife was faith- 
less and she preferred charges of 
intoxication, which, however, was 
not sustained by the witnesses. 

The case finally went to the jurv 
late in the afternoon and a verdict 
in favor of Mr. Findlev was re- 
turned. The plaintiff was repre- 
sented by Judge D. W. Krauss, 
while Judge C. B. Conyers apvear- 
ed for the defendant, and a strong 
legal fight was made. Mr. Findley 
has also asked in his svit for the 
custody of the two small children. 
but as this is a first verdict in the 
case the jury was not empowered 
to pass upon that question. A sec- 
ond verdict will be asked at the 
May term of the court, at which 
time the question of the custody of 
the children will be decided upon.

RECORDS BROKEN 
BY RESERVE BANKS 


Washington January 30.—The 
twelve federal reserve banks broke 
records: in 1918 by piling up an ag- 
Sregate of $55,436,000 net earnings, 
largely from rediscount operations, 
as compered with $11,202,000 the 
year before. Gross earnings, the 
federal reserve board reported to- 
day, were $67,534,000. 

After paying $5,540,000 dividends 
of 6 per cent on capital stock, and 
transferring $21,605,000 to their 
surplus funds, the banks reserved 
$26,728,000 as the government 
ranchise tax. This represents prof- 
its to the government from opera- 
tion of the federal reserve system. 
Nearly half of this amount came 
from the New. York bank, which 
turned over $12,795,000 to the gov- 
ernment from its $22,634,000 net 
earnings. 

Net earnings of the banks were 
as follows:

Washington, Janua 30.—In re-

As to the purchases of private sta- 
tions which communicate with for- 
eign countries, as proposed in the 
government radio monopoly plan 
which the house naval committee 
rejected, and the proposed erection 
of a high-power naval station at 
Monroe, N, C., Mr. Daniels said ne- 
gotiations had been dropped. <A 
presidential order authorized the 
purchase of land at ‘Monroe before 
the armistice, he added, but he had 
ordered negotiations suspended 
when hostilities stopped, until con- 
gressional authority could be ob- 
tained.

events which ‘resulted in the evacua- 
tion of Shenkursk by American and 
allied forces. 

The proclamation says it was nec- 
essary to evacuate Shenkursk be- 
cause of the small forces available 
for its defense and also because of 
the exposed allied position on this 
front. It declares that the Northern 
Russian government is co-operating 
with the allies to the extent of its 
ability. 


DR. FRANZ MEHRING 
DIES OF PNEUMONIA 


Amsterdam, January 30.—Dr. 
Franz Mehring, independent social- 
ist member.of the Prussian diet, is 
dead. Advices received here say 
that death was due to pnuemonia. 


Dr. Mehring, in 1917, was elected 
to the seat of Dr. Karl Liebknecht 
in the lower house of the Prussian 
diet, after -the imprisonment of 
Liebknecht on a charge of treason. 
Like Liebknecht, Dr. Mehting was 
opposed to the war, and at one 
time incurred the displeasure of the 
authorities and was placed under 
‘“nreventive arrest.” 

In the diet in January, of last 
years he made a sneering rejoiner 
to a speech of the Prussian finance 
minister with regard to a big army 
coming from the United States to 
aid the allies, which the minister 
said “‘can neither swim nor fly,” and 
that it would not come. 

“Tf Canada,” said Mehring, “with 
less than nine million inhabitants, 
has been able to throw a quarter of 
a million soldiers into Europe who 
were not able to fly or swim, what 
grounds hasthe minister :for deny- 
ing to the United States, with one 
one hundred and ten million inhabi- 
tants, any military capacity?” 


500,000 RAILWAY MEN 
ARE NOW ORGANIZED 


Washington, January 30.—Nearly 
500,000 railway employees, or one- 
fourth of the entire number of rail- 
road men, have effected some sort 
of organization in recent months, 
according to repprts reaching labor 
leaders here. Most of these men 
had been wholly organized previ- 
ously, or had belonged to trades 
which were only partially organized. 
Many local organizations, it was 
said, now exist secretly, and are 
known to failroad executives only 
through committees which claim to 
represent the men, though not as 
union spokesmen. 

A large proportion of the recent- 
ly organized employees are clerks, 
maintenance-of-way men, shopmen 
and dining car employees. 

Although the railroad administra- 
tion never has taken a stand éither 
for or against extension of em- 
ployeees’ organizations, the union- 
izing movement is believed by la- 
bor leaders to have been stimulated 
by Director General McAdoo’s order 
forbidding discrimination because of 
either membership or non-member- 
ship in labor organizations. Dis- 
putes arising between railroad ex- 
ecutives and committees of newly 
organized unions have been settled, 
to a large extent, by the railroad 
administration through arbitration, 
although in no cases arising in such 
a way has the question of recog- 
nition of the union been involved. 


HEARINGS POSTPONED 
ON MUNITIONS FRAUD 


Knoxville, Tenn., January 30.— 
The preliminary hearing of William 
J. Oliver and ten other defendants. 
charged with munitions fraud, was 
not resumed here today, as had been 
anticipated. Commissioner » ae 
Thornburgh, before whora the case 
was being heard, in conjunction avith 
counsel in the case, agreed that it 
should be deferrea indefinitely and 
in the meantime it is likely that it 
will probably go direct to the grand 
jury at the March term of federal 
court, in this city. The hearing 
was begun in Octobef, but was in- 
terrupted by the serious injury of 
W. J. Oliver, who was struck by a 
motor truck and for a time it was 
feared he was fatally injured, Mr. 
Oliver has just returned from Cuba, 
where he went to recuperate, after 
leaving the hospital. General Ken- 
nerly stated today that it was due 
to Mr. Oliver’s: condition and also 
to other official matters demanding 
his attention that the hearing was 
not again taken up today. He said 
it is entirely propable that it will 
go direct to the grand jury, and the 
prelMminary hearing will not proceed 
further.

If restrictions are removed on 
cereal imports to European neu- 
trals, they will require about 
60, 000.

“Ae we have already shipped from 
the United States over 160,000,000 
bushels of wheat or flour, the grain 
corporation will easily dispose of all 
wheat, with perhaps a small /earry 
over, if any, at the next harvest,” 
the cable said. 

The basis of price of all these 
wheat sales included not only the 
basic price paid to farmer, but han- 
dling and storage expenses of the 
grain corporation. The grain cor- 
poration is, therefore, in a strong 
position because of firm sales about 
equal to its stock on hand, a with 
its available $150,000, 000 pital, 
the corporation will ‘sappiatioatiy 
maintain the 1918 guaranty for 
which it was created. 

‘The supreme food council, under 
military advice, has granted Ger- 
many the right to import 150,000,000 
pounds of pork products per month 
as soon as she arranges payment 
and shipping.

ALLIES MAY WITHORAN 
SHIPS FROM ARGENTINA 


Buenos» Aires, January 30.—Two 
of the allied legations here informed 
the Associated Press today that the 
reports of the allied boycott of the 
port of Buenos Aires were greatly 
exaggerated, but admitted that the 
allied legations had informed the 
Argentine government that they 
were determined no longer to submit 
to the present situation and that if 
the port strike was not definitely 
settled within two or three days-all 
the vessels now in the roadstead, 
neutral as well as allied, would pro- 
ceed for Montevideo, where. they 
would unload their Buenos Aires 
cargo, proceeding thence for other 
ports to take on new cargoes. 

Fifty vessels have left the docks 
and anchored in the roads since the 
strike began and a hundred were 
now in the roads, they pointed out. 
The allies were no longer in need 
of Argentine wheat, as plenty was 
available in the United States and 
Australia and their only interest in 
the proposed cereal convention was 
that it permitted postponement of 
pavment for two years. 

They intimated that as Argentina 
was more anxious to sell than the 
allies were to buy in the case of the 
present crop, no agreement would 
be signed until assurances would 
be given that there would be no 
further trouble. 

The Argentine government under- 
stands that though the-allies prefer 
to buy Argentine meat they are 
preparing to buy Brazilian meat 
seamen than risk further trouble 

ere 

The government conferrred with 
the strikers and owners today in an 
attempt to persuade the maritime 
federation to agree that neither 
ships nor shippers shall be boycot- 
ted in future strikes and also agree 
to. withdraw the demand for a la- 
bor delegate aboard the ships.
